As a mem- 
ber of this force he teavelled to 
New York in the spring of 1939 to 
serve in the Belgian pavilion at the 
World's Fair. Thousends of Ameri- 
cans saw the blond, blue-eyed youth 
on duty in police uniform there. 
Perhaps they would siill recognize 
him in khaki battle-dress, differing 
only from the Canadian war garb by 
its “Belgium” shoulder tab. 

He was back In Belgiun) for the 
siz months mobilisation ister in 
the year. A week before the Gier- 
man invasion in May, 1946, he was 
sent again te the World's Fair, and 
there he was kept until it cleseé. 

By that time there was little 
country for him to return to, and he 
remained in the United States ‘o 
see what developed.

“Many maintain that ripples of | | 


the tide of war along the Ruseo- 
German frontier were evident in 
Canada for days before the first 
armored land cruisers of the Ger- 
man panzer units swept into Rus- 
sian-Poland. 

Undoubtedly. some of this is 
better known as “Monday-morning 
quarter-»acking.” In other words 
'“forecasts’ or analyses . developed 
after an event or action has occur- 
red. But there seems to be much 
Jevidence that Canada’s air training 
| plan can be used as a ‘crystal ball” 
to forecast war developments. Those 
that argue in this vein seem to have 
indisputable proof that R.C,A-F. and 
Empire officials guiding the plan 
are working months ahead of all 
spot developments, 


ARGUMENT I8 SOUND 

Basically, their argument seems 
sound. 

During the past two years of war, 
Canadians have circulated the say- 
ing that “whoever thought up the 
Empire air plan is the lad who will 
win the war for Britain.” Their 
confidence in Britain’s aeria] pro- 
gtam and politics has now been 
made unshakeable by events. 

“The air plan,” they say, “is 
running so fer ahead of actual 
happenings, that it can be used 
as a barometer—if you can read 
the signs—to tell what will 
happen next overseas.” 

Here are a few of the incidents 
on which these quarters base their 
absolute faith in Britain's aerial 
destiny—events and sequence of 
changes which they claim proves 
Empire officials connected with the 
plan are preparing for the future 
with almost uncanny foresight.

Japan Studies 
Possibility US. 
Aid For Russia 


TOKYO, July 4—(AP)—The 
Japanese government is giving 
serious consideration to the pos- 
sibility the United States may 
send aid to Russia via the Pacific 
pert of Viadivostok, an official 
spokesman indicated today. 

In a press conference discussion of 
the Vladivostok situation, Koh Ishii, 
the cabinet spokesman, said the 
government had been discussing the 
question of an extension of the 
limits of Japan's territorial waters 
beyond the internationally recog- 
nized three-mile zone. 


MAY CLOSE STRAITS 

Press discussions of this question 
recently have indicated that Japan 
might take some action to close 
two narrow straits between Japan- 
ese islands by which ships from 
the Pacific normally reach Vladi- 
vostok, 

Newspaper discussion has cen- 
tred on the Soya strait, between 
Hokkaido and Sakhalin, only 25 
miles wide, and the still narrower 
Tsugaru strait, between Hokkaido 
and Hondo, the main Japanese 

(The implication is that Japan 
might declare her territorial waters 
extended far enough to cover enr 
tirely these narrow passages and 
bar alien ships from them, During 
the prohibition era the United States 
extended her territorial waters to 
12 miles to facilitate the fight 
against rum runners, 

(Vladivostok is on the Sea of 
Japan, which is almost entirely «n- 
closed by a huge arc of Japanese 
islands.) 

Ishii was asked how Japan would 
regard the possible stationing of 
U.S, planes at Vladivostok, This, 
the spokesman replied, Japan would 
consider “an unfriendly act,” as she 
already regards the sending of U.S.- 
made planes to Singapore, Batavia, 
in the Netherlands East Indies, and 
Chungking, China's capital. 

The Japanese press has been 
referring to recqnt U.S. moves in 
this region as a “blockade of 
Japan” and “encirclement.” 

The cabinet's information board 
said that some Japanese ships, espe- 
cially on long foreign routes, had 
been recalled for service nearer 
home. It added, however, that this 
was due entirely to the shortage of 
shipping space on routes nearer 
Japan, ,

By 1,500 Citizens When 
He Arrives In Edmonton 


Greeted by Arora 
1,500 residents of this city, 
including high provincial, 
municipal, army and other 
dignitaries, Rt. Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King, P.C.; LI.D., 
Ph.D., D.C.L., LIB. M.A, 
M.P., Prime Minister of Can- 
ada, arrived here at 9:05 p.m. 
Thursday over the C.N.R. 


The enthusiasm of the large and 
representative gathering of citi- 
sens, drawn from all walks of life, 
was given expression in the 
rounds of cheers and hand- 
clapping that greeted Canada's 
war-time Prime Minister as he 
walked from his private car at- 
tached to the east-bound main- 
liner, to his automobile waiting 
outside the station. 

So spontaneous and so moving 
was the reception given him, that 
Mr. King brushed aside his plan to 
immediately hurry to the Mac- 
donald hotel and he patised in front 
of the station to make a brief ad- 
dress. Here, hat in hand, in a quiet 
voice, he expressed his profound 
pleasure and satisfaction at being in 
this city once more, 


WARM WELCOME EXTENDED 

Originally scheduled to arrive at 
8:35 p.m., the long C.N.R, train was 
split in two sections. Mr, King and 
party arrived on the second at 9:05

Nazi Menace Drawing Closer To Western Hemisphere ~

found officers and men in the best 
ef health and spirits, and enjoying 
the opportunity of continuing their 
training within sight of the waters 
of the Pacific. I do not need to tell 
the citizens of Edmonton that they 
have every reason to be proud that 
the name of this city 1s associated 
with so splendid a regiment, 

Brief though my visits to Al- 
berta and Rrit'sh Columbia neces- 
Garily aze, ‘hey have given me a 
new vision of the greatness of 
Canada as expressed in the mag- 
rificent national effort our peo- 
ple are making in this struggle 
for the very existence of every- 
thing we cherish, 


I wish it might have been possible 
for all present to have shared with 
me the impressions I gained at Vic- 
toria on Dominion Day. The day 
was devoted to an inspection of the 
armed forces, It began with an in- 
spéction of a guard of honor of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force. That 
was followed by a visit to the naval 
dockyard at Esquimalt and later 
to the naval officers’ training school 
at Royal Roads. In the afternoon, 
I visited the officers’ training camp 


for Western Canada at Gordon 
Head. The cumulative evidence, 
concentrated there at Canada’s 


western outpost, of ‘what we are 
achieving on land, at sea and in 
the air, was, at once, gratifying and 
inspiring. It was an_ inspiration 
and an incentive to continue with 
renewed zeal and vigor the great 
national task of Canada as a nation 
at war. 


FREEDOM IN PERIL 


More than ever do I feel that it 
is for each one of us, and more 
particularly ‘for those who are the 
matural leaders in their local com- 
munities, to see that the magnitude 
of the present conflict and the ser- 
vice it demands of every citizen is 
placed in its true light at this time. 
Especially is @ imperative that our 
young men should see that it is 
their freedom, their future, their 
country's freedom and their coun- 
try’s future that is in peril today. 

That is why, although the main 
Pp’ “pose of my tour is to see for 
myself at first hand what I can of 
Western Canada's wartime 
achievements, I wish to try to 
picture for you the danger to our 


‘country, to its freedom and its 


future, as I see it today. The truth 
of what I say today as to the im- 
mediate future will, 1 believe, be 
more fully appreciated if I ven- 
ture to repeat what I said to the 
people of Canada at the outbreak 
of hostilities, as to the probable 
course of the war and its world- 
wide significance. It will be found, 
I think, that much of what at that 
time seemed incredible, has al- 
ready come to pass, I hope that 
fact will help to emphasize how 
very critical for us all the situ- 
ation as it has developed, has be- 
come. 

While I have been denied the op- 
portunity of going about the coun- 
try, the attention which, day by day, 
over the past three years, I have 
been obliged to give to the events 
leading up to the outbreak of war, 
and the amazing developments 
which have marked its progress, 


has given me, I believe, a concep- 
tion of the frightfulness and magni- 
tude of the war itself, and an in- 


sight into some of its world en- 
circling trends which would not 
have been otherwise possible. 


HITLER HAS NO LIMITS 


At the time of the Munich Con- 
ference, less than three years ago, 
Czechoslovakia seemed so remote 
from Canada that there were doubts 
in the minds of many as to whether 
this country could be persuaded to 
participate in another war on the 
continent of Europe, should Nazi 
designs on Czechoslovakia lead to 
war. The year which followed 
Munich helped to make clear the 
motive, the nature, and the terror 
of the Nazi menace. When the at- 


tack on Poland came. there was no 4 


longer doubt in the minds of 
thoughtful observers that an ambi- 
tion much larger than German ex- 
pansion in central Europe existed 
in the mind of Hitler, and that his 
aim was, at least, the domination of 
Europe. Today we know, beyond 
all shadow of doubt, that aggression, 
in Hitler's mind, has no limits: that 
world domination alone will suffice 
to satisfy the ambition of Nazi Ger- 
many. 

- From the very outset of the war, 
I have sought to keep the magni- 
tude of the Nazi menace ever in 
the public mind. Speaking on be- 
half of, the government at the 
special war session of parliament 
nearly two years ago, I sought to 
picture the danger to Canada itself. 
To many, my words on that occa- 
sion may have seemed unduly 
alarming. The unfolding of events 
has, however, shown us that they 
were no exaggeration. Let me re- 
peat today what I then said. 


READ STATEMENT 


The evening before I spoke in the 
House of Commons on September 8, 
1939, the occasion on which 1 an- 
ncunced the government's policy 
with respect to Canada’s entry into 
the war at the side of Britain, I had 
read a statement of Hitler's to the 
effect that if England wished to 
fight she must realize that the prize 
of victory would be the British Em- 
pire. I reminded parliament that 
the British Empire included Can- 
aca, and that there was no portion 
of the globe which any nation would 
be likely to covet more than this 
Dominion of Canada. 


“There is," I said, “no other 
Portion of the earth's surface that 
contains such wealth as lies bur- 


fed here. Nowhere are there such 
stretches of territory capable of 
feeding for generations to come— 
not hunéreds of thousands, but 
millions of peop\a No, the ambi- 
tion of this dictator is not Poland. 
At one time he said it was oniy 
the areas in which there were 
German speaking people. But we 
have seen that ambition grow. 
That may have been the thought 
in his mind some years ago, but 
#e all know how ambition feed? 
upon itself; we ali know how the 
lust for power blinds men’s senses 
to all else. 


“We know where and how he 
started, first with the militarization 
of the Rhineland. He then said—I 
quote Hitler's own words—he had 
no thought of annexing Austria. 
After giving his word that there 
would be no further attempt at con- 
quest, he took Czechoslovakia. Then 
he took Moravia and Bohemia, then 
Memel, now Danzig and Poland. 

“Where is he creeping to?”—I am 
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| when 1 made that forecast? Was 


of Commons debates what I said at 
the time—“Where is he creeping 
to?" I asked, and I answered that 
question in the following words. I ask 
youto note their significance in the 
iit of what was then deemed im- 
|possible, but what since has actu- 
ally taken place. “Where is he 
creeping to? Into those communi- 
| ties of the north, some of which to- 
|day say they are going to remain 
neutral, | tell them if they remain, 
neutral in this struggle, and Brit- 
ain and France go down, there is 
not one of them that will bear for 
long the name that it bears at the 
Ipresent time; not one of them. And 
if this conqueror by his methods 
of force, violence and terror, and 
other ruthless iniquities is able to 
crush the peoples of Europe, what 
is going to become of the doctrine 
of isolation of this North American 
continent? [f Britain goes down, 
if France goes down, the whole 
business of isolation will prove to 
have been a mere myth. There will 
n time be no freedom On this con- 
tinent; there will in time be no 
liberty. Life will not be worth liv- 
ing. It is for all cf us on this con- 
tinent to do our part to save its 
privileged position by helping 
others.”

I seeking {to become unduly 
alarmist? What has followed 
since? 


We have seen Hitler creep into 
the communities of the north, into 
Denmark and Norway, with his 


secret agents, and the saboteurs .of 
his treacherous fifth column, We 
have watched him spring in the 


night upon the peace-loving peoples 
of Denmark, Norway, Holland and 
Belgium, raining indiscriminate de- 
struction from the skies upon inno- 
cent men, women and children, We 
have seen France fall. All this 
came within 10 months of the time 
at which I spoke, Before and ever 
since, we have watched Britain 
fighting month after month, against 
terrible odds, for her very life. 


CRASH OF NAZI HORDES 


Less than three months ago, we 
witnessed in the course of two short 
weeks, the crash of the Nazi hordes 
through the. brave resistance of 
Yugoslavia and Greece to the waters 
of the Mediterranean and the at- 
tempted invasion of the Holy Land. 
Having seen the fate of those who 
sought by neutrality to avoid the 
choice between the destroyers of 
freecom and the defenders of free- 
dom; having watched disaster come 
to those who sought to stand aloof; 
having witnessed the breath-taking 
ferocity and rapidity ef the march 
of Nazi conquest, it is hard to be- 
lieve that any thoughtful man can 
longer doubt the world encircling 
scope of Hitler's ambition and the 
appalling reality of the Nazi 
menace. 


Today, Hitler seeks to outflank 
Soviet Russia through Finland and 
Rumania, while delivering a frontal 
blow across prostrate Poland. In 
the Middle East, he threatens Suez 
from Greece, from Crete and from 
| Libya; at the other end of the Medi- 
terranean, he threatens Gibraltar 
and its straits through infiltration 
and outflanking in Spain and 
French North Africa. Through Rus- 
sia, Hitler threatens the whole con- 
tinent of Asia. 


MAGNITUDE OF WAR 


The magnitude of the war is| 
matched by the magnitude of its! 
battles. This war began with the 
Battle of Poland. Then came the 
battles of Norway, of the Low 
Countries and of France. After that 
came the first repulse of the enemy 
in the Battle of Britain. Today the 
world is in the midst of battles of | 
continents and of oceans: the battle 
of Asia, the battle of Africa, the 
battle of the Atlantic, 


The Nazi menace is drawing 
ever closer to this hemisphere. 
That is the truth I ‘should like to 
bring home to all today. It is a 
truth that the President and other 
members of the administration at 
Washington are seeking to bring 
home to the people of the United 
States and also to the people of 
Latin America. There are two 
bridges by which Hitler would 
seek to have his forces penetrate 
the western hemisphere, since he 
has consolidated his gains in 
Europe. They would begin the 
attempt to cross tomorrow but for 
the continued might of British 
power on land, at sea and in the 
alr. 


The southern bridge extends by 
way of Morocco and Dakar through 
the Azores and the Cape Verde 
Islands across the Atlantic to 
Brazil. The Nazis have already 
penetrated, as we know, into Mor- 
occo and West Africa. In Latin 
America, they have long plied their 
treacherous trade. 


NORTHERN BRIDGE 

The northern bridge extends from 
Norway via the Faroe Islands, Ice- 
land, Greenland and Newfoundland, 
to our north Atlantic coasts. It was 


the possession of that bridge Ger- 
many was seeking to obtain when 
the Bismarck sank the Hood off the 
coast of Greenland. 


The other day when I was speak- 
ing in New York, the Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States, Mr. 
Henry Wallace, who was present 
and who extended words of thanks 
at the close of my remarks, refer- 
red to Canadians as the Keepers of 
this Northern Bridge. That is a 
vivid description of Canada's task 
in relation to the rest of this hemis- 
phere. We Canadians are indeed 
the Keepers of the Northern Bridge 
which leads not only from Norway 
to North America, but also from 
Canada to Britain. The existence 
of this North Atlantic bridge, like 
the one in the South Atlantic, 
should be a reminder to all on this 
continent that, unless the tide of 
Nazi aggression can be turned back, 
we shall face inevilably tomorrow 
a battle of hemispheres, F

ring nations in the East is an Axis 
partner of Nazi Germany. In what- 
ever direction we look out from the 
western hemisphere, we see a world 
ravaged by the fires, torn by the 
destruction, and convulsed by the 
horrors of warfare. Month by 
month, the world encircling danger 
is closing in upon this continent. 


That circle must be broken; that 
menacé must be destroyed; or the 
whole western hemisphere will in- 
evitably be drawn to the extent of 
its entire resources, into the world 
conflict. We can see how Nazi Ger- 
many is drawing upon the resources 
of the conquered and enslaved ter- 
ritories to increase the industrial 
might which is the real foundation 
of her military power. Unless the 
néw world can speedily match and 
surpass the industrial strength of 
Germany, all our energies, for 
years to come, will be absorbed in 
a terrible struggle between hemis- 
pheres. We shall face a feverish 
race of armaments to which we} 
shall see no end. As more and) 
more of our resources are poured 
into armaments, less and less will 
be left to maintain the standards of 
life and civilization. The new 
world, to save itself from conquest 
will be dragged down to the slave 
standards which Hitler is imposing 
on the conquered lands of the old 
world, 


Eighty years ago, Lincoln per- 
ceived the great truth that a 
nation cannot exist half slave and 
half free; Hitler is forcing us all 
to learn the lesson that the mod- 
ern world equally cannot survive 
half slave and half free. No one 
today can escape the choice he- 
tween freedom and slavery. If he 
fails to choose freedom, that 
means he has already chosen slav- 
ery. 

This is the choice which Canada 
faced in 1939. Seeing the world en- 
circling danger already on the hori- 
zon. we went out as a united peo- 
ple to meet and combat it. For the 
second time in a generation, Canada 
is in the vanguard of the struggie 
for freedom. 


SHOW DETERMINATION 


Having made their choice, the | 
Canadian people have shown their | 
determination to back up that| 
choice by the utmost effort Canada 
is capable of making. The utmost 
effort, if it is to be our best, must 
be a balanced effort. The industrial 
as well as the military effort must 
be properly balanced, and the pro- 
per emphasis must be given to each 
of the three branches of the armed 
forces; the most effective use must 
be made of our limited manpower 
In this connection, it is not general- 
ly realized that, although Canada's 
population has grown since 1914, a 
far higher proportion of our people 
are older today. There were in fact 
almost the same number of young 
men of military age in Canada in 
1914 as there are today. Further- 
more, aS I have repeatedly stated 
since the war started, this war is a 
war of machines. It would 
worse than folly to send men into 
battle without machines. 


REQUIRE MEN 

The machines of modern war re- 
quire men to make them, and, I do 
not need to tell you that the same 
men cannot make guns and fire 
them, or make tanks and drive 
them, or make ships and sail them, 
or make planes and fly them 


The making of modern war re- 


quires the most careful planning. It: 


requires, at every stage of a con: 
flict which may las‘ for years, the 
most efficient and economical use 
of our resources both human and 
material. The government must lay 
its plans and chart its course so as 
to achieve a maximum war effort in| 
the whole of Canada and, until 
the war is won, to maintain that 
effort at a maximum, when a maxi- 
mum has been reached. 


REVIEW OF WAR EFFORT 

Let me give you a brief review of 
what Canada has already accom- 
plished both in raising men and 
msking machines for the prosecu- 
tion of the war, 

There are already some 300,000 
men in Canada's armed forces at 
sea, on land and in the alr, That 
figure does not include some 
170,000 men enrolled in the Re- 
serve Army. I notice that, by some 
the figure of 300,000 has been ques-

ing a total of approximately 280,000 | 
Ia addition, there are the young

TROOPS IN BRITAIN 

Until recently we have had 70,000 
soldiers in Britain; the landing of 
the contingent announced on Wed- 
nesday brings that number to over 
82,000. The troops in Britain include | 
the Canadian Corps of two divisions 
and corps troops, with very consid- 
crable numbers of re-inforcements; 
verious specialized units; and, now 
there have been added an army 
tank brigade and a part of the third 
infantry division. The rest of the 
third division and the armored div- 
ision are also scheduled to go over- 
seas this year 

There are now 13 Royal Canadian 
| Air Force squadrons in Britain 
Three of these have been there for 
almost a year; 10 have already been 
formed from graduates of the air 
| training plan; more are in process | 
of formation. As rapidly as they can 
be made available, Canadian ground 
crews are being sent to Britain to 
service the Canadian squadron on 
active service. In addition consider: | 
able numbers of Canadian gradu- | 
ates of the air training plan are | 
serving with the Royal Air Force 


NAVAL PERSONNEL 


Time does not permit me to dis- | 
close the extent to which Canadian 
naval personnel have been serving | 
ic British waters performing convoy | 
duties on the Atlantic, and aiding | 
in the protection of our own coasts. | 
I hope, however, I have said enough 
to make it clear that the figures I | 
have used regarding the strengtn of | 
Our armed forces do add up pro- | 
perly 

The strength of all three branches | 
of the armed forces is being re- 
cruited steadily. We are taking 
men into the navy as fast as we can 
get them ships to man. The air} 
force is being recruited up to the! 
limit of the air training facilities 
which, in turn, are far more ex- 
tensive than the schedule provided 
in the original air training plan 

We are now in the midst of a re- 
cruiting campaign for the active} 
army. I am pleased to be able to 
tell you that already over two- 
thirds of the objective set for the 
campaign has been reached, and 
that some of the districts have gone 
over the 100% of their allotted 
quota. } 


A NEW WORLD ORDER 


Today Canada is making the 
greatest effort in our national his- 
tory. We are making that effort 
to maintain freedom in the world, 
and to secure our country from an) 
external menace, To attain security 
for Canada, we realize that freedom | 
.iself must be secure in the world 
But we are not fighting merely’ 
against something; we are also | 
fighting for something. 

Our forefathers came to this new | 
world to build for themselves and | 
for their descendants, a new poli-| 
tical and social order.

The Prime Minister of Canada must 
be the busiest man in the Dominion in 
these hectic times, as he also carries a 
heavier load of responsibility than rests 
upon any other shoulders. Mr. King is 
a visitor to Edmonton today, in the 

* course of a swing around the western 
provinces to see and hear how the war 
effort is going in this part of the coun- 


The tour cannot be at all in the na- 
ture of a holiday, for holidays are not 
for those who direct the course of na- 
tions in these fateful days. But if cor- 
diality can make the Prime Minister's 
visit here not altogether a serious busi- 
ness engagement, this will not be want- 
ing. Quite irrespective of how they 
vote in normal times, Edmonton people 
will hope that Mr. King may find his 
brief stay pleasant; and, if that be pos- 
sible, afford some temporary relief 
from the gruelling duties which make 
up the daily routine at present. 

No man holding such an office can 
expect immunity from criticism, even 
in wartime. But there is one phase of 
national policy concerning which Cana- 
dians with very few arg ee give 
willing credit to the present Prime Min- 
ister. His conduct of external affairs 
has contributed powerfully to create 
and maintain the happy relations which 
exist between the United States and 
Great Britain—and the whole British 
Empire. 

Canada and the United States are 
pledged to make common cause should 
either be attacked by a power or com- 
bination of powers outside this hemi- 
sphere. They are carrying on a policy 
of collaboration in building up their 
armaments. They are whole-heartedly 
co-operating to keep munitions and all 
other n ul supplies moving across 
to Britain. They are mutually com- 
mitted to giving such aid as can be 
given to free peoples everywhere who 
are fighting to preserve their liberties, 
and to suppressed peoples who seek to 
regain the freedom they have lost. 

For this happy condition of affairs, 
we in Canada and every liberty-loving 
people in the world are indebted in no 
smal! measure to the influence and fore- 
sight of the man who is Edmonton's 
guest today. 


Our Defence Army 


Single men of 21, 22, 23 and 24 years 
of age, as at July 1st, 1940, have been 
put on call for military training, for 
home defence of course. The younger 
men are subject to call at once, those 
of the other three classes as required. 
Trainees called already number 104,000. 
It is estimated that 277,000 physically 
fit will be found in the four classes. 
Few 22-year-olds are likely to be re- 
quired for the draft starting in July, 
none from the older groups.

Hitler The Liberator!

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as well. Nazi agents had no doubt been 
busy in all of them, stirring up this 
hostility toward Moscow, and posing 
Hitler as the champion of despoiled 
nations! 

Stalin’s chickens are thus comin 
home to roost. With cynical disrega: 
to his own greater crimes, Hitler can 
be trusted to capitalize all the Jatent 
resentment of these peoples against his 
late partner. It may be assumed that 
his agents were busy in these areas even 
while his representative at Moscow was 
pledging the eternal loyalty of Germany 
to the Soviet. 

It is pertinent to recall that in the 
last war Russia was not beaten in the 
field. It was immobilized by revolution 
engineered from Berlin and subsidized 
by German money. That an attempt 
will be made to repeat this, “boring from 
within” operation is to Be supposed. 
Stalin by his action in grabbing terri- 
tory under cover of Hitler's conquests 
at once alienated the sympathy of 
neutral countries and left himself open 
to uprisings in the annexed states, en- 
couraged and directed by the ally who 
made the annexations possible. 

Hitler denouncing Bolshevism and 
posing as the champion of suppressed 
peoples is affording a fine exhibition 
of hypocrisy. But ‘his hypocrisy 
may be dangerous to his late ally. 


Berlin radio announced one day that 
General Gamelin had escaped from a 
French prison, and Vichy the next day 
denied the report. Maybe that was just 
Berlin’s way of finding out. 


Matsuoka says he has made up 
Japan’s mind about whether it will keep 
its pledge to the Axis or its pledge to 
Russia, but won't tell anybody just yet 
which party he intends to double-cross. 


A man in the Peace River district 
walked 100 miles in 36 hours in order to 
enlist for overseas. Naturally he was 
tated “A”, physically and otherwise, 
and is now in uniform. His example 
should be contagious if it gets the 
publicity it deserves. - 


Vichy says it has no intention of 
withdrawing its troops from Syria, but 
the Vichy’embassy at Ankara expresses 
a hope that 20,000 will be allowed to 
take refuge in Turkey—leaving their 
arms at the border. The embassy, be- 
ing closer to Syria, probably knows 
better than Vichy what is likely to 
happen there. 


Berlin is concerned about the 
transfer of General Wavell to India. It 
disclosed its concern by having some 
“spokesman” go on the air to belittle 
the General as a man who has “made 
more mistakes than can be counted on 
the fingers of two hands”. The spokes- 
man did not particularize. He didn't 
need to. East Africa and Libya are the 
Wavell “mistakes” he deplores.

There seems to be small doubt today 
that the Russian defense, as everyone ex- 
ted, is beginning to crumble under the 
urious assault of Hitler's experienced and 
highly-trained troops. It is plain that the 
Russians have performed prodigies. of 
valor. Their war machine has shown itself 
to be much more efficient than anyone had 
anticipated. But oppcsed 
to soldiers who have been 
bred for no other purpose 
than that of ferocious 
slaughter, they have been 
forced to vacate vital 
positions. There is no in- 
dication, as yet, thut the 
Russians will surrender. 
They may be willing to 
carry on the war for 
months or even years. 
But is is er that this 
campaign is about to enter 
apereen | £6 Wane into a new phase, just as 
the experts predicted when the invasion 
began. d 
The Russians will probably resist bit- 
terly and contest each mile. But they will 
do so with the idea of hampering the Ger- 
mans rather than stopping them. They 
will try to entice them as deeply as pos- 
sible into hostile and ravaged country. 


“Scorched Earth” 


Stalin's recent radio speech was un- 
usually realistic and frank. He indicated 
that he is not discounting the possibility of 
great German successes but that he has 
a plan to deal with them. 

He stated candidly to the Russian 
people that their country was in grave 
danger. 

To cope with this danger he proposed 
the “scorched earth” policy that saved 
Russia in the Napoleonic invasion and has 
bogged down the Japanese in China. 

“All rolling stock,” he declared, “must 
be destroyed. The enemy must not be left 
a single engine, a single railway car,-not 
a single pound of grain or gallon of fuel.” 

The Germans are already finding this 
desolation in some captured areas. This 
is a new experience for the Nazis who in 
previous invasions have found rolling 
stock, food supplies and oil stores left intact

False Prophets | *

A little item in the press stating that 
the Japanese tanker Azuma Maru had ar- 
rived at Philadelphia to take on 252,000 
gallons of lubricating oil, catching the eye 
of a manufacturer, resulted in a stop order 
from the U.S. Treasury the other day. The 
Federal export control administrawr is 
now formulating regulations to ban oil 
shipments from eastern United States ports 
in view of threatened oi] shortage. For 
many months past, Japan has been a 
heavy purchaser of lubricating oils. 

The manager of the Wilson Martin Co., 
which manufactures fatty acids, synthetic 
rubber and other defence products, wired 
U.S, Cabinet Ministers when he read the 
news item. He wanted to know how this 
big shipment could be sold to Japan while 
his firm, engaged on defence work, could 
not get oil for its manufactures. 

Harold L. Ickes, defence oil controller, 
took time off from labelling Lindbergh an 
American Quisling, to see that this export 
business is stopped. Lubricating oil is a 
valuable munition, both as a lubricant and 
as raw material for defense products. 

Dr. Stephen Ying Pan, Chinese journal- 
ist and author, now on his way back to 
China, says war between Japan and 
United States has been averted for the 
time being, by the Nazi attack on Russia. 
Japan, say Dr. Pan, was about to attack 
the Dutch East Indies—a move which 
would have brought her into clash with 
United States—when news came of Hit- 
ler’s march against Russia. Now they do 
not know what to do, having been double- 
crossed for the second time by Hitler; 
first by the Nazi-Russian non-aggression 
pact after Japan had been induced to join 
the Anti-Comintern Pact, and now by the 
attack on Russia after Japan had entered 
into a neutrality treaty with the Soviet. 

It was the intended attack on the Dutch 
East Indies that General Motoyuki Yama- 
shita probably had in mind when he told 
German newspapermen in Toyko just a 
week before Germany marched on Russia. 
“in a short time something great will hap- 
pen. You just watch and wait.” Now it's 
Japan’s turn to watch and wait. 

Whether war between Japan and Unit- 
ed States is merely deferred or now be- 
comes too risky to embark upon, theze’s no 
sense in sending Pennsylvania oil or any 
other raw materials to Japan to be turned 
into munitions. 


Rudolf Hess’s Mission 
Herr Rudolph Hess, Nazi No. 3, had 


| faded temporarily from the front pages, 


but there is ground for believing his ob- 
ject in flying to Scotland was to try to 
prevent Britain from taking sides with 
Russia 

The illegal German radio station, 
known as “Gustav Siegfrid No, 1" (said to 
be operated by associates of Hess) de- 
clared on the night of June 15—a week be- 
fore the Nazi attack on Russia—that Hess 
had flown to England to try and promote 
peace with Britein and form a German- 
British alliance against Russia. 

The broadcast stated that Herr Hess, 
several weeks before his flight to Scot- 
land, had planned while on a visit to 
Madrid to fly to Gibraltar. He had tele- 
graphed to the Governor of Gibraltar, re- 
questing permission to land, but according 
to “Gustav Siegfrid No. 1” the British Gov- 
ernor at Gibraltar had refused him per- 
mission. 

This German peace party is said to 
have close relations with the German Air 
Force. They'll have to change their 
plans. The British people would rise in 
rebellion if any attempt was made to 
double-cross Russia in the way Herr Hitler 
and the Nazis have done. 

Entry of Russia into the war against 
Hitlerism has upset most of the dicta of 
the preachers and religious lecturers, who 
have been packing audiences in on their 
edges by topical sermons and lectures on 


the war. They al] declared that Bible 
prophecy had Russia as the ultimate 
enemy. 


I'm old-fashioned enough to prefer to 
take my opinion on war and diplomacy 
from men whose business it is, and seek 
only spiritual uplift and worship in church. 

Among the sermon topics of last Sun- 
day I noticed “What's Ahead For Russia”, 
“The United States in Bible Phophecy”, 
“A Hook in the Jaws of Russia”, “Three 
Million Godless on the March”, “Bear 
Feet", “Rudolph Hess Flies” and “What's 
Ahead of Russia.” 

The last named is by a man who claims 
to get his information from the stars and 
from “The Masters of Wisdom”, who ac- 
cording to him moved a few years ago 
from Thibet to a secret hiding place in 


by the frantically fleeing troops and civ- 
ilians, 


It is well known that Hitler counts on 
feeding his armies off the land they oc- 
cupy and that this, so far, has proved 
practicable. In other conquered countries, 
the Germans found good roads over which 
to move infantry and supplies. There are 
very few in Russia and rail facilities are 
poor even in normal times. 

Now this situation presents a serious 
problem to Hitler. 

It is quite conceivable that he could 
pour millions of men and tons of sup- 

| plies into the fastnesses of Russia without 

securing either a decisive victory or those 

ready-made stores of oil and food he is said 

to need so desperately. He might break 

his head against the Russian wall. 

F But we must bear in mind his alterna- 
ve. 

He does not need to go on. There is 
absolutely nothing which compels him to 
go ahead and fritter away his men and 
resources in the pursuit of an elusive foe 
in a devastated land. 

If the Russian expedition does not yield 

quick profits, there is no reason to believe 
he will pursue it. 
_, After ‘all, Hitler, in some respects, is 
like an old mediaeval codottiere, interest- 
ed more in Fyinier than in political consid- 
erations. If the Russian swag costs too 
much, he will look elsewhere. 

Should Hitler not wish to proceed with 
the Russian campaign as it grows more 
costly and less’ profitable, he will do one 
of two things; he will withdraw the same 
way he came, or will continue the invasion 
long enough to manoeuvre himself into a 
favorable position for striking at a richer 
prize. 

He may work his armies around the 
southwestern tip of Russia to strike at 
Iraq through Persia. He may go further 
and flood down into India. He might even 
drive columns entirely through Siberia 
and establish air bases for striking at 
North America from these points..° 

These, of course, are only guesses— 
perhaps wild ones. 

But one thing is perfectly sure; what- 
ever happens in Russia, Hitler will sooner 
or later come out of that campaign like a 
venomous snake, more determined than 
ever to strike in some region that will 
yield rich returns. 


World in Danger 


The possibilities outlined here are not, 
course, the only ones. 

_, Stalin. might surrender. In that case, 
Hitler would be armed and supplied for 
a tremendous war of aggression all over 
the earth. 

Hitler might keep pounding away at 
Russia for months. In that case, Britain 
might well contemplate successful raids 
into Germany and even a complete inva- 
sion of that country. 

This latter eventuality, however, is a 
remote one. And we might just as well 
make up our minds to it that the best 
we can hope from the Russian invasion 
is an interval, of uncertain length, where- 
in antes Spe Pee Ugh et ot to a maxi- 
mum, unhindere daily an ight]: 
Hun raids. if ae! 

We can pray, too, for an extension of 
Russian resistance. 

_Every day that Britain is free of Nazi 
raiders, by so much more is the balance 
tipped in our favor in the matters of air- 
Eanes and tanks. By that much more is 

ritain refreshing herself, physically ‘and 
morally, for the supreme struggle that 
will result in our victory.

ne curious etffect of the “blitzes” in 
the West of Scotland is that the sale of 
pores has dropped very ‘considerably.

“Blitzes” bear harshly on prestige fac- 
tors, and when the life of a piano became 
so uncertain, the demand for them fell, 
not only in the areas which had been 
raided, but in those where expectation of 
raids existed. 


Colleges Fined 


London Times 


Two Oxford colleges were fined at Ox- 
ford for buying eggs at more than the per- 
mitted maximum prices. The Master and 
Fellows of University College were fined 
5s, and John Watts, a farmer, of Long 
Whittenham, was fined 5s, for supplying 
eggs to the college at 2s 112d a dozen, 244d 
more than the maximum. It was stated for 
the defence that the order had not been 
published sufficiently and that the defend- 
ants were unaware of the restrictions. 

In the second case the Provost, Fellows 
and Scholars of Worcester College were 
fined £5, and Florence Bartlett, of the Mar- 
ket, Oxford, was fined £5. The prosecutiing 
solicitor said that the eggs were sold at 3s 
instead of 2s 6d. 

The Junior Bursar said the college had 
been buying eges from the same source for 
six years without complaint, and Miss 
Bartlett said that she had a stall in the 
market and was working on a purely 
voluntary basis for the Oxfordshire Fed- 
eration of Women’s Institutes.

Americans Must Not Relax 


Even If Nazi and Red Armies * 


Destroy Each Other, U. S. 
Still Endangered 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

If it were certain, if indeed it were 
probable, that the Nazi and the Soviet ar- 
mies will destroy one another, it would still 
be dangerously unwise for the United 
States to sit back and relax. There would 
still be needed our utmost power and effort 
to restore some kind of order and sanity in 
our world, But in fact the notion that Nazi 
Germany and Soviet Rus- 
Sia will exhaust one an- 
other is wishful thinking 
of the most reckless sort. 

_ Our policy and our at- 

titude must be based not 
upon the gambler’s hope 
in the highly improb- 
able, but upon a stern 
calculation that in Euro- 
pean Russia the German 
Army is much more pow- 
erful than the Russian. 
The measures we take . " 
now should be based on W- Lippmaan 
the assumption that Hitler’s forces will be 
tied up in Russia only for a relatively short 
time, and that in this short time we must 
fortify and reinforce our position in both 
Oceans, 

The American policy should be based 
not on wishes, emotions, or ideologies, but 
on the fundamental fact that we have to 
defend our vital interests in two oceans and 
that we possess a one-ocean navy. The 
avowed strategy of our enemies, as set 
forth in the Japanese-German-lItalian pact 
of last September, is to render the Ameri- 


é 


| can Navy impotent in the Atlantic by tying 


it up in the Pacific. By this device, which 
has thus far been highly successful, the 
defense of the Western Hemisphere against 
the European Axis has come to depend al- 
most entirely upon Great Britain, with no 
real support from our own sea power, 

The position is intolerably dangerous. 
For if the British resistance were broken 
for lack of reinforcements, the American 
naval position in the Atlantic would be 
desperate, and in the effort to save it, the 
American position in the Pacific would 
have to be sacrificed, Thus our fleet, now 
standing guard in the Pacific, would fai] to 
hold what it is now guarding, and it would 
be confronted with the infinitely difficult 
task of policing defensively a whole hemis- 
pheee against surprise attack in both oceans 

y superior forces striking from better 
Situated strategic bases. i 
Unlock Sea Power 

Since we have to defend ourselves with 
the navy we possess, not with the navy we 
intend to have in 1946, and with what 
forces we can create in the near future, the 
fundamental object of our policy must be 
to unlock American sea power which is 
now almost completely immobilized in the 
middle of the Pacific Ocean. We cannot 
afford at this critical time to have the most 
powerful navy in the world, our own 
sresiens weapon, pinned down by the 

iplomacy of the Axis: 

It is of vital importance, to be sure, that 
the whole position in the southwestern 
Pacific—in China, Malaya, the Netherlands 
Indies, the Philippines and Australia— 
should be made invincible. But though 
the American Navy, as it is now placed, has 
protected that position, we must ask our- 
selves very carefully now whether what 
looks like the protection of the Pacific is 
not becoming a snare and a delusion. It 
would be just that if it turned out that we 
had allowed this powerful fleet to be im- 
mobilized at Hawaii while the position in 
the Atlantic was allowed to go from bad 
to worse. For in that event the fleet would 
have to be withdrawn from the Pacific to 

rotect this hemisphere from direct attack. 
Thus the fleet which 1s wholly occupied in 
guarding the Pacific would no longer be 
able to guard the Pacific. 

A way must be found to guard the Paci- 
fic and at the same time to liberate Ameri- 
can sea power for much freer action in 
both oceans. The American Navy, we must 
realize, is by the ingenuity of the Axis 
diplomacy, locked up so that at the crisis 
of this great struggle it may be able to do 
little harm to the Axis and no great good 
to us. Pinned down as it is in the Pacific, 
it is superior to Japan, But it would be 
unable to fight Japan if Japan struck only 
if the British position in the Atlantic 
crumbled. Then if that happened, this 
great navy would have to give the Japan- 
ese a free hand while most of it rushed off 
to save a desperate position in the Atlantic 
Ocean, And with a free hand Japan would 
then be able to coerce us into dividing our 
ing as to get some protection in the 
Pacific. 

This problem—the besie problem of 


American defense—is not at all insoluble, 
and indeed immense progress has been 
made recently toward making it feasible 
to solve it decisively. A system of defense, 
based primarily upon air power and sub- 
marines, has been organized in the region 
from the Philippines to Singapore, and since 
Japan’s great and irremediable weakness 
is her lack of air power, the position in the 
southern Pacific is not nearly so vulnerable 
as it was a few months ago. ‘Bhe firm atti- 
tude of the Netherlands Indies in negetiat- 
ing with Japan reflects this radical ime 
provement in the position, 
Demands Relieved 

This relieves to a considerable degree 
the demands upon the American Navy. For, 
it is no longer the only force available to 
check Japanese expansion southward and 
Japanese closing of the road to free China. . 
This has justified such transfers of Ameri« 
can ships from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
as have been recently under way. 

But while there can be no question of 
leaving the Pacific, other moves may now 
be possible which will give the fleet still 

reater freedom of action—still greater 
‘ freedom, that is to say, to go wherever it is 
mest needed without surrendering any- 
thing of importance in the Pacific,. These 
possibilities arise from Germany’s war 
against Russia. For now Russian Siberia is 
in a position where, unless there is a col- 
lapse throughout Russia, Siberia can no 
anaes collaborate with the Axis. If ree 
gardless of what happens in European Ruse 
sia, the Russian army, air force, and navy 
in the Far East do not fall under Axis con- 
trol, then our whole position in the Far 
East, that of the American Navy, of the 
Chinese armies, of the British and Dutch, 
will be greatly improved. For with the 
Russians in Siberia, the new defences in 
the south Pacific, the reinforcement of 
China and the increased freedom of the 
American fleet, we shall have come a long 
way from the days when Mr. Matsuoka 
signed the Triple Axis pact last September. 

When we ask ourselves what should be 
our Russian porey, we should not be chile 
dren and fall into quarrels about words, 
ideologies, or vain schemes to intervene in 
the war in European Russia. Our Russian 
policy should be that of adult men asking 
to serve the vital interests of the United 
States, and that means that we should 
concentrate our Russian policy on Siberia; 
first, in order to prevent Siberia from fall« 
ing under Axis contro]; second, as a means 
of stabilizing the Far East, and, above all, 
as a means of disrupting and dislocating 
the Triple Axis so that American sea power 
may no longer be immobi'ized.

Inconvenienced by muddy, 
rutty, almost impassable streets 
after raltis and the discomfort of 
mud carried into homes, residents 
of these two blocks circulated a 
petition amongst the property- 
owners to ask the city council to 
approve the bituminous surfacing 
of the two blocks under the local 
improvement plan. Every resi- 
dent signed the netition which 
was presented to the city council 
when: the estimates were being 
considered. 

City council approved the hard- 
surfacing and recently the work 
| was completed at the small cost to 
jeach property - owner of $8.91 
charged annually against the pro- 
perty over a period of 10 years. 


COST SHARED 

Under the local improvement by- 
law the city bears one-third of the 
cost of the improvement, the pro- 
perty-owners assuming the other 
two-thirds of the cost. In this Gar- 
neau project the cost of the entire 
job was $6,000 of which $2,000 was 
assumed by the city, the balance of 
$4,000 to -be paid by the property- 
owners over the 10-year period. 

The estimated cost of this bitu- 

minous surfacing is 27 cents per 
foot frontage, according to city 
engineer's cost accountants. 

For gravelling of streets the cost 
is approximately 15% cents per foot 
of frontage and for standard paving 
45 cents. 

The city bears the entire cost of 
the paving of the _ intersections 
where werk is done:on the local im- 
provement bylaw plan. 


SEVERAL PROJECTS 

Several bituminous surfacing pro- 
jects are underway in the city at 
present. including the centre strip 
on 118 avenue between 95 and 97 

streets, and 91 street between 82 
and 88 avenues, 

Another project underway is 
the standard paving of 103 avenue 
between $6 and 97 streets at an 
estimated cost of $15,000, of which 
the city bears $3,800 and the Great 
Western Garment Co. Ltd, 
$11,200, 

_ Total cost of these projects, in- 
cluding the Garneau work, 
$33,500, of which the city assumes 
$18,300. the balance of $15,200 being 
charged against the property on a 
frontage basis. Two of these pro- 
jects are being charged against the 
j city at large, the centre strip sur- 
facing on 118 avenue and on 91 
street. The cost of the projects is 
$12,500.

The good old suntan season is 
open. But the ultra violet rays 
which cause you to tan also give 
you a burn. They're tricky. You 
can't see them and you can't always 
feel the effect until after you have 
been over-exposed. 

If this is your first venture in the 


‘| Summer sun, don't try to prove that 


you can take it or set out to acquire 
a rich mahogany coating al] in the 
same day. You would be wise to 
limit yourself to one hour in the 
early morning sun and to camp 
under an umbrella for the rest of 
the day. Along about 4.30 o'clock 
in the afternoon you might get 
away with another short session. 

As a rule, the tender skin 

should avoid direct sun between 

the hours of 11 a.m, and 3 p.m. 
During these hours the sun is 
more nearly perpendicular to the 
earth and the rays are the most 
potent. 

Clouds and haze are not the pro- 
| tection you'd expect them to be. 
|To some extent, they 
ultra violet rays, but you can't 
gauge how much. It is better to 
| Play safe and stay in the shade. 

A severe burn not only makes you 
acutely uncomfortable but it makes 
you peel so that you lose some of 
the tan you expected to acquire. 
The insidious thing about a burn, 
however, jis that you don't realize 
you're getting it until you have 
got it. 

Watch for the first sign of red- 
ness in your skin and run for the 
shade the instant your skin begins 
to glow or to feel warm to the 
touch. Another few minutes may 
give you a severe burn.

The skin 
is unable to throw off the body 
poisons and an additional burden 
is placed on the kidneys, Then 
if you ride home in an open car 
and let the cool breese blow on 
you, you're liable to get chilled. 
This further taxes organs already 
overworking to cope with the 
burn. 

If you do get sunburned, drink 
plenty of water and fruit juices. 
Don't gulp down quantities of ice 
water while you are warm. Have 
the water cool and sip it slowly to 
avoid indigestion. 

You should be careful to pro- 
tect your hair from the direct 
blase of the sun. The beauty and 
health of your hair depend upon 
its cystine content and part of 
the cystine is destroyed by those 
same ultra violet rays which give 
your skin its sun-kissed look and 
help you to manufacture Vitamin 
D.

Russia could lose the Ukraine, Leningrad and Moscow in the first 
rush of Germany's legions and still retain military punch, in the opinion 
of informed sources in Washington. 

As the Nazis push deeper and deeper into Russia, there is evidence 
that Soviet planners were prepared for loss of large slices of frontier 
territory. The strategic location of interior bases of supply and manu- 
facture indicate such military forethought 

Whatever else may happen, Russia must keep her giant army effec- 
tive. It's her army that’s important, more important than territory— 
even such vita] territory as the Leningrad-Moscow-Ukraine “heart of 
the country.” Washington observers insist 

Dispatches indicate there is fighting on three major fronts, with the 
zone of greatest activity distinguished by the Nazi push into the Minsk 
area and from there along the road to Moscow. There are sub-major 
drives aimed at Leningrad and at the Ukraine. 

° . . . 

Assume, for the sake of argument, that all are successful. Grant 
that the Germans from Rumania overrun the Ukraine, that the Minsk 
forces break through to Moscow, and that.the drives from Finland 
reach Leningrad and Murmansk 

How could Russia survive such catastrophe? 

First, her armies must retire in good order, still capable of effective 
resistance. 


l 


The next natural line of defence is along the Volga river from the 
Caspian Sea to the Ural mountains and along the Urals themselves. So 
let's say the Russians fall back there with an army punished but still 
capable of a counter-blow. 

Behind such a force, in the sprawling breadth of Asiatic Russia is 
everything an army needs. Russia is more than 80 per cent. agricul- 
tural, and those great regions raise stores of food. It might mean’ belt- 
tightening behind the Volga, but the Russians are resistant to hardship. 

° . . . 

Remember too that most of Russia’s people live in the west. If con- 
quered, they would immediately become Hitler's grocery problem. The 
boys behind the Urals would have the resources of all Asiatic Russia. 

More important, there are great factory centres disposed over the 


area behind the Volga-Ural line. They dot the vast expanse of map, 
at Ufa, Perm, Orenburg, Sverdlovsk, at Tashkent, in the area near Lake 
Baikal, in many another spot close to water power and coal. 

If those arsenals and factories can be maintained at anything like 
capacity, if outside technicians can be imported from Russia's allies to 
maintain that production, the armies can be supplied, observers contend. 

Russia has plenty of metals and other raw materials behind the 
Volga-Urals. The power output has been tremendously increased in 
the past two decades.

The far-flung factory centres are in little danger from all but the 
longest-range Nazi bombers. 

Consider something else: Why did Hitler order the invasion of Rus- 
sia? Boiled down, he wanted oil and food and’ new factory sites, close 
to power sources, away from the British bombers reportedly smashing 
industrial Germany. 

The Ukraine and western Russia would be ideal. Food, oil and face 
tories—many of them ultra-modern. Suppose he gets them.

The Germans could organize production in the conquered Ukraine. 

However, the Germans would face a constant threat of flank attack 
from Russian forces behind the Volga. Those new factory sites would 
be as close to hostile bombers as are the present German industries to 
Britain. 

That's why the Nazis myst destroy the Russian army, cut it to ine 
effective pieces as the French army was smashed, or the Ukraine and 
western Russia will be prizes half-won, the tremendous cost and effort 
of invasion nullified by the necessity for even greater efforts to safe- 
guard the gains. 

While that Russian army remains intact, even if western Russia is 
lost, the Nazis cannot consolidate effectively their gains.
